Given a Sentence of Twenty-One Yean 
tor Slaying Hit Son Near Calhoun 
Last May. 

A special from Owensboro, 
Ky., dated Jany. 7th says: 

"We, the jury, find the de- 
fendant, W. W. Armer, guilty 
of manslaughter and fix his pun- 
ishment at twenty one years in 
the penitentiary." 

The verdict was a compromise. 
On the first ballot nine of the 
jurors were for u life seutence 
and three for tweuty-oue years. 
After three hours of arguing 
>ng themselves the three men 
won the nine over to their way 
of thinking. 

The crime for which Armer 
was convicted was an atrocious 
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field after finishing 
making a pastoral call and de- 
manded that his seven teen- year- 
old boy stop work and come with 
The boy asked "*o be al- 
lowed to finish the work. This 
enraged the father, wh<t seized 
brakebeam and struck: him 
a violent blow over tho head, 
felling him to the ground and 
cru.-hing his skull. The father 
then dragged the hoy to a buggy 
and placed him upright in it. He 
tied him up in the huge?, and as) 
the vehicle jostled along over the!

WARNER GAMP 
BELL DEAD 

Engine Turned Over on Him on 
Denver & Rio Grande. 

WAS BURIED BY KNIGHTS TEMPLAI 

Warner Campbell was killed 
by the overturning of his engine 
in a wreck on the Denver & Rio 
Grande railroad near Chama, 
N. M., late Saturday night "or 
early Sunaay morning. 

The first news of the sad ac- 
cident, that reached here came to 
the Knights Templar Sunday 
evening iu a telegram signed "11. 
L. Moore" from Chama which 
read: 

"Brother Warner Campbell 
killed at an early hour this morn- 
ing by eugine turning over. Re- 
mains turned over to Bio Grande 
Commandery No. 18, Alamosa 
Col." 

The news was a shock to the 
many sincere friends of Warner 
Campbell here who loved him as 
a brother and had delightod to 
see him ever so briefly, on his 
occasional visit from the west, 
siuoe he left Kentucky, or to 
catch something of his cheery 
spi.-it from his occasional letters. 

The later news couflrmed the 
first telogram bu{ gave no fur- 
ther details of the fatal acci- 
dent. It was learned that every 
detail was being handled with 
prompt and careful interest by 
the western friends of the de- 
ceased, with the complete coop- 
eration of the officialsof the rail- 
road for which he had worked. 
The body was. taken by the 
Knights Templar to Alamosa and 
started from there on its long 
journey home in charge of a 
friend named Wright, who is al- 
t engineer on the D. & R. 
G. A telegram from Supt. Lee, 
of that road, announced this ar- 
rangement, the start being made 
from Alamosa Monday night. 
The deceased was about !I5 
sars old, a son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Chas. L. Campbell, of Hopkins- 
lie, and a brother of Will E. 
Campbell, of that place. He 
was formerly for some years an 
engineer on the Henderson divi- 
8on of the Louisville & Nashville 
Iroad and universally popular

WILL DIE TOMORROW. 

Unless Gov. Beckham Grants Respite. 

George Holland, the old ne- 
gro whose sentence of death for 
complicity in the murder of aE 
unknown white man near Pern- 
brook in November, 190!), was 
recently affirmed by the Court of 
Appeals, will be hung tomorrow 
unless Gov. Beckham grants a 
respite. 

When the execution takes 
plac3 it is probable that the 
death room of the new jail, 
which is fitted with trap door, 
etc., will be used instead of hav 
ing a scaffold built in the jail 
yard. 

Holland has now be'eu in jail 
more than a year, and is the on- 
ly one of Hie nine negroes charg- 
ed with the crime whose sen- 
tence of death has been affirmed. 
Of course the other three con- 
victed and sentenced by this 
court to pay the death penalty 
one, Charles Finch, waa granted 
a new trial, and the cases of the 
other two, Frank Meriwether 
and Dick Carney, were reversed 
by the Court of Appeals. The 
strain has told heavily upon the 
old negro, and although he has 
been buoyed up by hopes that 
something would interfere in his 
behalf and keep him from being 
hung, he now seems to have giv- 
en up hope aud spends a consid- 
erable portion of his time in 
making his spiritual peace.

It is announced that the 
fendants will now be indicted on 
charge of conspiracy for the 
death of James B. Marcum and 
that they will be proeecuted on 
this charge.

The railroads on their tangible 
property as shown above and on 
their franchise, which is listed 
seperately, pay about $6000 in 
taxes into the treasury of Hop- 
kius county this year.

GAIN FOR INDIANA. 

Shifting of Ohio River Bed Takes Land 
From Kentucky. 

lie, Ind., Jan. 6.— By 
the changing of the channel of 
the Ohio river, a few miles be- 
low here, the Indiana side has 
gained seventeen acres at the 
xpense of Kentucky. There 
re four farm6 in Union town- 
ship, this county, that belong to 
the seminary funds, and - tbjp> 
money derived from the rental 
of these farms each year is turn- 
ed into the school funds ef the 
State. Heretofore the farms 
have contained seventy acres 
They have just been 
rented for another year, and a 
new survey was made. The 
survey showed seventy-four acres 
each in two of the farms, seven- 
ty-six in another and seventy- 
three in another, making a gain 
of seventeen acres. The farms 
lie along the river bank, that for 
several years has been extend- 
ing farther out into the river, 
the Kentucky bank gradually 
washing away.

Value of Taitefoi Surrounding. 

No matter how simple or plain 
your school room may be, be sure to 
have it clean and orderly, and keep it 
so. It matters not whether it be a 
rude, unplastered room, with large, 
old fashioned drum stove in the mid- 
dle of it, or a room with all modern 
improvements, keep it clean and in 
order. 

I have seen school rooms in our 
most modern city schools that were 
rar from attractive, the teacher's desk 
with papers, pencils and books, the 
blackboards dirty, specimens or col- 
lections covered with dust, wilfed 
grasses, cornstalks, etc., that had 
been used for drawing- lessons weeks 
before; odds and ends scattered ev- 
erywhere. 

You cannot hope or expect pupils 
to keep their desks in order unless 
you keep yours so. 

First, then, is cleanliness and order; 
after that, decoration. 

For the walls a soft green is best ; 
it is neat, restful and forms a good 
background for pictures. If the walls 
are dirty and you cannot prevail upon 
tne Board to have them cleaned, buy 
some cheap ingrain paper, use it 
crosswise, tack a width around the 
room just above the blackboard; it 
will be a great improvement. 

(jet the best pictures you can af- 
ford, remembering thatpne good pi< 
lure i< worth half a do*n cheap one: 
No mattter if the othe| walls do look 




bare and empty, tha one good picture 
will give your room a greater air of 
refinement and culture than two dozen 
cheap ones can give it. 

A word as to the selection of pic- 
tures. A teacher who had always 
had a quiet, orderly room, was troub- 
led one winter with the discipline. 

Something seemed wrong; her us- 
ual methods failed; she could not ex- 
plain or understand it. The pupils 
were restless, noisy and quarrelsome. 
The principal made a careful study of 
the room. Behind the teacher's desk 
hung a large colored picture of a bat- 
tle; wounded and dying soldiers, ri- 
derless horses, officers waving' their 
swords, smoke from the cannons; all 
the excitement and confusion of bat- 
tle were so clearly portrayed, one 
could almost hear the noise of the 
fray. 

The principal removed the picture, 
substituted a quiet, restful landscape 
and told the teacher to "look for re- 
sults." The result was soon appar- 
ent; the restless, noisy spirit disap- 
peared and the room again became 
lm and peaceful. Some time later, 
speaking of the change, one boy 
1 guess it must have been that 
tie picture that made us so bad. 1 
vanted to tight when I looked 
t, but this picture makes me feel 
i good. " 

iy all means, then, select pictures 
'will make the pupils feel "quiet 
good." 



If you are studying about a certain j 
poet, why not have a poet's corner? 
One teacher cut out and mounted on 
heavy cardboard a series of pictures 
cut from a magazine, illustrating some 
of Longfellow's most familiar poems; 
on smaller cards were mounted one 
cent Perry pictures of the poet's birth- 
place, homes, etc. These pictures 
were replaced by others when another 
poet was studied. 

Talks Daring Le.iont. 

"Speech is silver, but silence is 
golden," is a motto pointed at the 
teacher with painful frequency. 
Teachers do talk too much, there is 
no denying the fact. Often, also, 
they talk too stridently as well. But 
possibly, if more teachers prepared 
themselves to talk well and effective- 
ly, with a pleasant voice and man- 
ner, much of this criticism would 
disappear. There are many subjects 
in which the teacher can give in- 
structions, and information too, 
much more successfully than any 
text-book. We can all of us remem- 
ber some teacher whose little infor- 
mal talks in the midst of a prescribed 
lesson were like oases in a desert. 
Possibly she did talk too much, but 
she told us so many interesting 
things and gave us so much to think 
about, that the digression was more 
valuable than the lesson. She al- 
ways had an apt illustration or a 
striking anecdote to help us over ihe 
difficult- places, and whatever she 
said was something worth saying. 

Of course, power to talk in this 
way is born only of long experience, 
and the conscientious beginner who 
stops a lesson to deliver a formal 
lecture, or the teacher who talks 
aimlessly as foe pupils may lead her, 



simply stulifies herself. But the 
teacher can prepare herself before- 
hand to talk well on some subject 
that needs attention, and school her- 
self to stop when she has said enough. 
Wealth of information and a little 
previous preparation will achieve 
wonders after a short practice and 
there will be small fear that a teacher 
who thus trains herself will be accus- 
ed of talking too much. — Popular 
Educator. 

Would it not be a wise plan to oc- 
casionally devote a Friday afternoon 
to a talk on current events? Let the 
children during the week get clippings 
from the newspapers on happenings 
all over the country, or it might 
some times be confined to the State, 
This will not only cultivate in them a 
taste for gaining information, but 
will assist both teacher and pupil ii 
keeping up with the current events 
and prove both pleasant and instruc- 
tive. 

A great deal of the stubbornness of 
a child results from the hastiness of a 
teacher, who antagonizes by com- 
manding. A plan that rarely fails, 
is to say quietly, "I will give you 
five minutes to decide what you will 
do." Children, like grown people, 
want to choose the right for them- 
selves and not have it forced upon 
them. 

"Jimmy," said the teacher, after 
reading the youngster's "note from 
his father" excusing his absence from 
school the daybefore, "it seems tu 
me your fatb^K writing is very much 
like yours^P 

"Ye?*' replied Jimmy, unabasl 
"Pop ain't had no education, and I'm 
learnin' him."

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SHOULD THE COUNTRY WEEK- 
LY BE INDEPENDENT !N 

POLITICS? 
1 believe the country weekly 
should be independent i* poli- 
tics. But what is "independence 
in politicb?" There aro those 
who t hi uk such independence is 
only attained by the paper that 
" wholly ignors political questions. 
This is not independence. It 
IliT be comfortable avoidance. 
There are others who think a 

unless it is in constant personal 
broil with those of an opposite 
political faith ; unless it be the 
organ of the petty office seekers, 
the instrument of the dema- 
gogue, the official mud slinger. 

This is not independence. It 
may under given circumstances 
and tor a time put meat into the 
larder and grease the wheels of 
a drum cylinder, but the end ie 
often bitterness. This is abjoct 
slavery. 

The intensity of partisan poli- 
tics iu Kentucky discounts even 
the best efforts of a country edi- 
tor with political opinions, how- 
ever broad and liberal, among 
many readers of opposite politi- 
cal belief. And the position of 
such an editor is hard. There 
stands between him and the free 
declaration aud advocacy of a 
principle in which he believes, 
the intolerant proscription of 
many who would stop his bread 
wagon if thev could. Political 
prejudices are deep and lasting, 
polical hatred bitter. In some 
localities these feelings have 
been so inflamed by the puerile 
demagogue of either party that 
many an ignoramus partisan 
would not use a paper of op- 
posite politics for gun wadding, 
even if it were printed with the 
ink of perfect fairness on a white 
sheet of truth itself. 

And here is the vital conflict 
between the business end and 
the editorial end of the country 
paper with political opinions. 
Both these ends usually center 
in the same individual, and the 
question is yet more difficult 
Who will face it? 

This 1 hold is true independ- 
ence in politics: that a man be 
not the servant of a pie counter 
. r/u his editorial work ; that he be 
»airf. the publisher of an organ of 
-officeholders, or the official mix- 
fbt and distributor for a local, 
partisan mudyard; but that he 
speak his own political convic- 
tions when the spirit moves him, 
i.iW*.he speaks his coirvictions up- 
|S on any other topic. Good news- 
parpers were not iuveuted, oood 
editors not made to pander to 
the vicious or contribute to the 
density of the ignorant. News- 
papers do these things undoubt- 
edly aud undoubtedly many gain 
some tilthy lucre thereby. It 
requires a brave man to waive 
fcis own party control as well as 
faee the proscription of bis op- 
posites. I believe he should 
speak his mind. 

A man with any strong belief 
iu or conviction of what seeins 
to him best in politics, as in 
other things, canuot be silent 
i when principles and policies are 
being tried out before the peo- 
ple. This declaration may cause 
a smile, but even ouhci kk coin*- 
irt editors with small clientele 
do have convictions that are im 
portant to tiikm and I'KKHaps ti 
their community;' and they 
ijjould express them and be pkr 
WTTKli to express Hum,, with,, hi 



influential city dailies occupy. 
The editor should be courageous 
to advocate what he believes, in 
a gentlemanly and courteous man- 
uer. in upholding political prin- 
ciples or party policies; but 
independent enough not to sub- 
scribe to demagoguery or fraud 
of any sort that might be con- 
cocted by party organization for 
party expediency. 

It is temporarily expensive to 
be thus independent, as even the 
daily newspaper sometimes has 
discovered, but such indepen- 
dence has in itself the reward of 
a duty-done feeling which is 
good to entertain where oue can 
afford the luxury. Fair and 
thoughtful people, aud these are 
the best patrons to have it there 
are enough of the sort within a 
given area of newspaper field, 
accept such an independence, 
heartily applaud its courage aud 
become the paper's permanent 
friends. 

Strictly as a business proposi- 
tion there cau be no sort of ques- 
tion upon this point, so far as 
concerns the country press of 
the State of Kentucky. The edi- 
tor with political aspirations and 
a good political grasp, who din 
control the public printing aud 
the official patronage of the dom- 
inant party in his home county, 
cau airord to conduct a strictly 
partisan paper — so long as he 
retains his hold. 

It is seldom, if ever, except 
for a brief space, that an editor 
can make such partisanship pay 
in cash under any other circum- 
stances. 

Almost millennial indeed is it 
to think of, but there is a future 
time to hope for when men will 
have become educated in schools 
and from the pulpit and by the 
press; trained into a spirit of 
charitable tolerance and brother 
ly love that will permit a fre 
expression of opinion withou 
subjection to proscription and 
abuse. 

The newspaper man in Ken 
tacky who would escape the 
most unpleasantness at the edi- 
torial end and have the best fill- 
ed larder at the business end of 
his newspaper organism 
adopt the policy of comfortable 
avoidance and leave others to 
look after "independence iu pol- 
itics." — I'aper read by Paul If?

Urged by certain Kentucky 
newspapers, notably the Louis- 
ville Times, which has been the 
recognized leader in the move- 
ment, Gov. Beckham has called 
a special session of the legisla- 
ture, which will meet at Frank- 
fort today to consider the ques- 
tion of location for the new cap 
itol building in that city. Thi 
Bke endorses fully the governor's 
call for the extra session to set- 
tle the very important question 
involved, aud is heartily in favor 
building the magnificent 
w structure upon a site worthy 
of itself and as creditable to the 
itate as the city of Frankfort 
an allord. But it is the wish 
1 all Kentuckiaus that this ex- 
ra session go down in historv as 
short session. Not "short" in 
iiethods or iu its judgment as to 
ihat is best and most desirable 
D a new site, but short in the 
number of its days and in its 
mileage and per diem accounts. 
It should not be an expensive 
session aud if the legislators re- 
gard the wishes of their con- 
stituents it will not be. There 
is only this one question that can 
be considered uuder the gov- 
nor's call. There are not many 
sites possible of consideration at 
Frankfort. The legislature should 
quickly determine a new site or 
empower aud instruct the com 
mission to determine such new 
site. 

It wou^l be a disgrace to the 
State to build a magniflc

KILLED IN A TUNNEL 

Eliw Hatfield. Noted for His Connection 
With the Hatfield-McCoy Feud. 
It Dead. 

Elias Hatfield, noted for his 
cennection with the McOoy-Hat- 
field feud, was killed in a tunnel 
near'here Sunday. He was walk- 
ing through the tunnel when a 
train overtook him. His body 
was mangled. That it wasn't a 
rifle ball which killed him is sur- 
prising. None of the Hatfields 
probablv ever expected to die inl 
any other wav. 

Hatfield was released from 
jail two years ago after serving 
part ot his sentence for killing 
Sheriff H. £. Ellis, one of the 
McCoys. That was one of the 
last murders of the famous feud, | 
and it was one of the few for | 
which a Hatfield was ever con- 
victed. Since getting out of 
prison Elias Hatfield has been 
living near the place at which he 
was killed. 

Elias Hatfield was oue of the 
Ilatlield brothers. Their father 
was "Devil Anse" Hatfield, the 
leader of the clan. Among the 
other Brothers were "Cap." 
Hatfield, famous for his break 
from jail some years ago and 
subsequent recapture; John, 
Trey and Ellison. They were all 
wanted for the Ellis murder, 
which occurred in 18*.»7, but they

The value of salt in fatening steers 
has been studied and experimented 
with. It appears that it is needed 
for animals of this class, as in case 
of dairy cows. Only what will be 
understood as a reasonable supply 
ought to be given. It is remarked 
on this subject that "the heavy use 
of salt leads to a heavy consumption 
of water, thereby increasing the flow 
of urine— a result not desirable. An 
Investigator along this line recom- 
mends one ounce of salt per day for 
a steer weighing 1.000 pounds at the 
beginning of the fatening period, 
and oue and otie-ihlrd of an ounce 
at the middle and one and two-thirds 
at the close. The form of salt, 
granular or rock, is a matter of con- 
venience with the stockman.— Prai- 
rie Farmer. 

Dry lime and ashes should be kept 
where the sheep resort. Slacked 
lime, if scattered freely, will set the 
sheep to sueezing, and many grubs 
will be thrown out. This should be 
done In the morning, as the grubs 
are then lower down in the nostrils 
than at other times.— Midland

a first-class meat, but it is frequent- 
ly adulterated. About two-thirds 
of the meat used should bo good 
beef. The other third can be pork 
and other meats mixed of desired. 
It iB seasoned with salt and pepper 
and aniseed. Salt and peppershould 
be added about the same as for pork 
sausage, and aniseed one tablespoon- 
ful per gallon of ground eausage. 
This sausage must be thoroughly 
ground. Frequently It must be run 
through the mill, at least three times 
to make it fine enough to become a 
solid product when stuffed into the 
skins. They are then hung and 
smoked like hums. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wilson 
at Washington has announced that 
he proposes to bring the bill in the 
intereat of the tobacco growers of 
Kentucky and Tennessee to tho at- 
tention of the president and his cab- 
inet. The hill passed the house and 
is now in the senate. It is to repeal 
the tax of six cents a pound on leaf 
tobacco, Secretary Wilson will in- 
sist on its paBEage by the senate, but 
Senator A ldrich Is opposed to the 
bill and expects to fight It.

Borne Dry Lot Hog Feeds. 
For dry lot or pen feeding of hogs 
the cheapest feed is corn supple- 
mented by wheat middlings or oil 
meal. At the Missouri station wo 
have made 100 pounds of pork from 
five parts of 30 per cent, corn and 
one part or $24 oil meal, at a cost of 
$2.76 per hundred weight. At the

Freak Applet. 

Everybody knows there are red 
apples. That is to say. the outside 
of the apples arc red. It would not 
be safe to bet, however, that there 
are no apples the fruit of which is 
red to the core, for George Stevens, 
of Lee Valley, N. Y., has a tree In 
his orchard that bears apples that 
are red on the inside. The tree Is 
self-planted and Ib about eight years 
old. When it came up it was re- 
garded as a sort of scrub, and the 
owner was inclined to cut it down. 
But when it commenced to bear and 
produce fruit that was red on the 
inside it was considered a freak and 
allowed to grow. 

The tree hangs full of apples every 
year. The skin of tho fruit Is light 
yellow, like a pippin, aud the tlesb 
runs from a bright red to a Balmon 
color. The apples are not large, but 
are good e»tlng, being, as the Irish- 
man said, "iiayther swate nor sour, 
but taart." These apples are a curi- 
osity to all who see them. It seems 
to be a case where the red coloring 
matter has gone into the fruit in- 
stead of the skin, as it usually does. 

Outlook for Wheat Not Favorable. 

The snow which has covered the 
winter wheat crop for two woeks

northern and central portions of the 
wheat section. Latest reports re- 
flect the condition of the wheat 
plant during the few days of warm 
rainy weathar, aud indicate that the 
wheat plant has Buttered less by the 
effects of drought than many had 
feared, especially, m the Ohio \ al- 
ley, where the urjj^Iit was most 
seyere. The plaut greened up, with 
sigus of renewed growth, and the 
impression is, that the condition of 
the plaut is better than had 
been previously reported and on the 
whole would seem to be up to the 
average at this time. What effect 



the latter sudden fall in tempera- 
ture will have, where the ground 
was full of moisture and unprotect- 
ed, will be more fully Indicated later 
on. Such weather conditions are 
not regarded as favorable for the 
tender wheat plants, though it Is 
yet doubtful whether any serious 
harm has resulted theretrom. The 
plant is generally small, but well 
rooted. 

Just keep the bag and teats well 
bathed in fresh beef tallow. Always 
be sure it is fresh.
